OVERNOURKR: 


HEREAS it hath been of abſolute Neceſſity, that a certain Number 

of men ſhould be Impreſſed, for the Service of Their Majeſties, in 

Defence of this their Province, both at Sea and Land, againſt the 

common Enemy. And that ſome perſons imployed therein, have paſſed the Bounds 

of their Duty, and my Order, by putting the ſame in Execution in a violent and dif- 
orderly manner, to the great Grievance of Their Majeſties good Subjects. 


For preventing, ſuch Diſorders for the future, aud rendring to all injured Perſons due Satisfation, I do hereby Publiſh and Declare. 


Hat as ſuch violent and undue methods have been uſed without my Knowledge, and to my great Diſturbance, there ſhall 


be effectual care taken, that ſuch as have received Damage thereby, ſhall Be Relieved, and all thoſe that have been the 
occaſion thereof ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed. 


. And all people whatſoever are to take notice, that no perſon ſhall hereafter be Preſt into their Majeſties Service, but by a par-

__ And if any ſhall preſume to Act contrary to their Duty upon any ſuch occaſion, all Juſtices of the Peace and all Officers Mt- 
litary and Civil, are Required in the Nzme of their Majeſtics to cauſe them to ke Seized, and Secured, in order to their Fteing 
punithed, according to the utmoſt ſeverity of the Law. 

And whereas divers Souldiers Entered in their Majeſties Service and Pay, have preſumed to leave their Poſts, and ſome have 


out ſtaid their Paſs, without leave from their Commanders, others Impreſt for their Majeſties Service, have abſented and not ap- 
peared according to Order. 

I do therefore Order and ſtritly Command, all fuch Souldiers, forthwith to Repair unto their ReſpeCtive Poſts, and Duty, as 
they will anſwer their Neglec& at their Peril, and all Officers Military and Civil, that ſhall know, or be informed of any ſuch 
Deſerters or Runaway Soldiers, are to cauſe them to be taken up, and conveyed before the next Juſtice of the Peace, in order to 
their being Returned, and ſent unto their Reſpective Officers, and every Juſtice of the Peace, is hereby Impowred and Required 
to deal efftectually, in this matter ; and no Soldier may preſume to leave his Poſt, or abſent himſelf from his Duty, on pain of 
being proceeded againſt with utmoſt ſeyerity of Law. 

And whereas a vigorous Endeavour to ſuppreſs the Growth of Wickedneſs and Prophaneneſs in this Territory, 1s not onely 
the way to obtain the gracious Preſence of Almighty God, without which we can expect no good Succeſs of our Afﬀairs, but al- 
fo a thing for which "Their Majeſties have given their particular Inſtrutions. | 


TT is hereby Required, That all the wholſome Laws here in Force againſt Vices 
of all kinds, and particularly the Laws againſt Blaſphemy, Swearing, Curling, 
Lying, unlawful Gaming, Sabbath-breaking, -Idleneſs, Drunkenneſs, Uncleannels, 

and all Nurſeries and Inticements of ſuch Impietys, be in their Majeſties Name im- 

mediately, and impartially put in Execution. And all Juſtices, of the Peace, Conſta- 

bles, Tithing men, or what-ever other Officers, as well Civil as Military, as are therein 
concerned, are hereby directed, enjoyned, and in Their Majeſties Name Required, 
in this matter to diſcharge the Duty of their places, with all fidelity, and all forts of 
perſons to conform themſelves accordingly: And it is hereby ſignified, that upon 

Complaint made, and proved againſt any Officers; of having neglected their Duty, 

the utmoſt mark of Diſpleaſure ſhall be ſet upon them, while thoſe that are found 

faithful, ſhall be encouraged with all fit Acknowledgments. Given at Boſton, and 

Dated the 27th day of July, 1692. In the Fourth Year of Their Majeſties Reign.
